Upon this several members spoke, speaking 
highly of the present Book Committee, espe- 
cially Dr. Waters, who also said that the com- 
mittee wished to be released. 

Mr. Ragan moved that it lay on the table, 
and it was so ordered.

The river commerce of this place is immense 

Yesterday I counted more than forty steam- 

boats at the Levee, which was a perfect Babel. 

The throng of drays, carts, wagons, boxes, bar- 

relsand bags, with innumerable bipeds ma- 

neuvreing among them, was really amazing. 

Now and then they would fall into such a tan- 

gle, that they would have to stop to un- 

wind themselves. Although in a slave State, 

St. Louis must have a vigorous growth from the 

necessity of the case. It isthe great point of 
deposit and transhipment for the produce of the 

illimitable tracts of rich country, drained by 

the Mississippi and its branches. We saw 

large quantitics of lead on the Levee, waiting 

for shipment, and sacks of wheat without num- 

ber. The ten. or fifteen extensive mills here, 

though constantly running, ‘cat grind only a 

a part of the wheat of the Upper Mississippi 

and Illinois: the remainder is sent to the Kast, 

via New Orleans, or to Cincinnati. Sometimes 

the heaviest sales are effected on the Levee, 

and the produce is shipped at once, without 

need of storage. Notwithstanding the great 

number of boats in port, freight, owing to the 

vast quantities of produce, is extravagantly 

high. 

In St. Louis, the business is concentrated to 

a great extent on the Levee, and enterprise is 

most largely displayed in the river commer&® 

In Cincinnati, business is diffused every where, 

and enterprise assumes the most varied forms. 

What may be called the foreign commerce of 
the former, is vast, but she has little internal 

commerce, and few manufactures. Nota sin- 

gle improved line of communication has she 
opened with the surrounding country. In fact 
there is not a single foot of railway, canal, 

or even Macadamized road in the State.— 
In these respects, Cincinnati exhibits a 
wonderful contrast. Were Saint Louis en- 
compassed by a free population like that 
which pours its products into Cincinnati; did it 
command by good roads and canals, the trade 
of the interior of Illinois and Missouri, as Cin- 
cinnati does that of the interior of Ohio and In- 
diana, we have no doubt that it would soon be 
treading upon the heels of ‘the latter. Bat, it’ 
is vain to expect this so long as slavery shall 
continue. And this is well understood by the 
most intelligent people here; who, although 
aware that slavery is the only clog to their 
prosperity, have not the spirit to unite in any 
determined effort for its removal]. Constitut- 
ing a large majority of freemen, they permit 
their city and their State tobe ridden by a 
batch of ignorant slaveholders, evhosc influence 
in legislation, so far as it extends, is a grievous 
curse, and that, continually. 

A friend told me the other day that in the 
year 1840, after leaving a little town about for- 
ty miles from St. Louis, in a journey of eighty 
miles to the Seat of Government of the State, 
over the great State Road, he did not sce asin- 
gle house with a pane of glass in it! It is need- 
less to add, that such a State has yet made no 
provision, worthy of being named, for Common 
School Education. G. B.

The State, unfortunately, 
is becoming filled up with slaveholding eui- 
grants from Virginia, North Carolina and Ten- 
nessee. They bring with them the curse of 
slave-labor, thinking only of the wealth to be 
wrung by it from a rich virgin soil, utterly 
reckless of the blight which will follow. Were 
the Legislature to pass an act, prohibiting the 
introduction of slaves into the State, wheth- 
er as wacrehandize or by settlers, the condition 
of things would speedily change for the better. 
An effectual bar would be erected against the 
growth of slave-labor. The number of slaves 
‘would constantly decrease, under the operation 
of causes now in progress. No cmigrants 
from the South, worth having, would be 
kept out; while immigration from the free 
States, wotld be largely augmented. Next to 
anact for the immediate abolition of slavery, 
which is in fact the one thing needful, this act 
would be the best thing that could be done. 

There is one man whose influence might se- 
cure the success of such a measure, without 
detriment to his prospects as a politician.— 
We mean, Mr. Benton, who has already on sev- 
eral occasions had the courage to spurn party- 
dictation, and rise above the demands of mere-

“Infernal Regions, | 
If their isa public nu'sunce in Cincinnati, 
which deserves the contumely of all persons of 
good taste and good morals, it is the Infernal 
Regions —which are appended to the Cincinnati 
Musenm. The very picture of it which is pos- 
ted up on the outside of the building, is enough 
to condemn it. ‘The stranger beholds it with 
disgust, and so would every Cincinnatian, were 
it not for the fact of its long existence and the 
familiarity which it has produced. At present 
the Museum isof but little account, owing to the 
presence of so loathsome an appendage. -It is 
but a trap to gull the simple, by wonderful 
phenomenon. We long to-sce the time when it 
shall be raised to the ground, and something 
which shall be an ornament tothe city, plac- 
ed in its stead. The buidding is a good one, and 
would accommodate a fine Museum for the Ex. 
bition of Nature’s Works, and the more eurious 
of the Works of Art. 
In Philadelphia, Boston, Albany and other cit- 
ies, the Museum is a great source of attrac- 
tion. Why might it not be here. But our ob- 
ject in speaking of it at the present time, was 
to introduce an extract from a letter of Grace 
Greenwood to Morris’ National Press.

0, Ss, Presbyterian Anti-Slavery Con- 
vention, 
The O. 8. Anti-Slavery Convention, a eall 
for which was published in our paper, was held 
in Pittsburgh last Thursday. Rev. 8. Crothers 
of the Chillicothe Presbytery presided. Mr. 
Thomas from Rossville, introduecd the follow- 
ing preamble and resolution: 
“Whereas, The subject of American slavery 
has been brought before the General Assembly 
from its organization to the present time, a pe- 
riod of about 75 years, for action; And, where- 
as, the Assembly has frequently declared it to 
be a henious sin—totally irreconcileable with 
the principles and spirit of the Gospel of Christ, 
and should be removed from her communion; 
And, whereas, slavery is still in the church and 
on the inerease, and the Assembly has taken 
no eflicient action to get clear of it. There- 
fore, be it 
“Resolved, That we will endeavor to have 
the subject presented before them, once more, 
and if they do not entertain the question or 
take some action towards getting this evil re- 
moved from her Communion, it then becomes 
our imperative duty to come out from her 
midst, so that we may not partake of her sins 
and consequently of her plagues.” 
We regard it as an idle dream for the Anti- 
Slavery men to suppose that the General As- 
sembly of the Old School Presbyterian Church, 
made upas it is mostly from the South, will 
take any efficient action against slavery. Have- 
they forgotten the cavalier manner in which 
they were treated during the last session of 
that body, or are they willing to subject them- 
selves to another defeat, equally short and deci- 
sive. We regard it as morally certain, if this 
resolution express the true sentiment of the 
Anti-Slavery portion of that Chureh, that there 
will be another scission in that body. Nor will 
it end there. The question must and will 
come up to torment them, until they take a de. 
cided stand in favor of right. There isa spirit 
abroad which will not let them sleep. 


Great Convention, 
The great Liberty Convention, made up of 
Delegates from Illinois, Michigan, Indiana, 
Wisconsin and Iowa, will convene at Chicago 
on the 24th day of June next. We sec by the 
Citizen that great preparations are being made 
for the accommodation of a large number, The 
committee have engaged a great tent, which 
will hold at least three thousand people.

Taylor left Point Isabel, to return to the in- 
trenched camp opposite Matamoras, there was 
not the slightest doubt entertained but that he 
would have to cut his way to his intrenchinents 
through vastly superior numbers of the enemy, 
who were known to be posted in large forces 
among the amost impenetrable thickets,of chap- 
erel on the road, with a determination to eut 
him off, if possible, in his attempt to regain his 
other forces. The number of Mexicans is en- 
tirely vague and uncertain, though all the 
statements agree in cstimating them at not less 
than ten thousand, while many accounts put 
their number at fifteen or twenty thousand. 
All accounts agree that the Mexican forces are 
rapidly flocking in from all- quarters. How 
many had crossed the'river could not be told, 
though it seems but reasonable to presume that 
a large part of their forces will be brought into 
requisition to dispute the march of Gen. Tay- 
lor. They could not but see the importance of 


all their advantages of local knowledge, skill in 
horsemanship, and all their acknowledged re- 
sources of stratagem to accomplish their object. 
The steamship New York left here about 10 
o’clock last Monday morning, after stopping 
about two hours, She reached Brazos Santiago 
‘Tuesday evening—anchored outside the bar in 
a heayy sea—sent the troops, one hundred and 
cighty-two in number, to Point Isabel, where 
they arrived just in time to join Gen. Taylor 
on his leturn to his encampment opposite Mat- 
amoras.

Mr. W. Starr wished to say that he should not 
vote any way on the question.

Sneathen, lauding his talents and his virtues, 


ind commiserating with his family in their 


Dr. Reese moved that the Report of the Com- 


mittee on Home Missions, in regard to the pe- 
titions of the Philadelphia Churches be taken 


up. 
In this case, there were two Reports, the ma- 


jority reporting against any sitting of a new 
Confercnee, because they believed the peculiar 





privileges asked for, unconstitutional—and al- 
so reporting that, in their opinion the action 
of the Maryland Conference in granting leave 
to the Liberty Street Church in Baltimore, and 
also to the Church in Philadelphia, to be with- 
out a minister till the ofliciaries themselves ask 
to be stationed was unconstitutional. 

Signed by L. R. Reese, W. Starr, G. Brown. 
The minority reported in favor of granting a 
sitting of a new Conference to be called the 
Philadelphia District—also that the action of 
the Maryland Conference Was unconstitational. 
Sivned Dr. Reese and U. Ward. 

Dr. Reese said that in presenting this he had 
in view the express denial of Mr. Stoekton, that 
there was no design on the part of the Philadel- 
phia Churches te obtain a settled Pastorate. 
On the part of the majority it was argued 
that the Churches did ask for a settled pasto- 
rate, and also that the consent of two Conferen- 
ees had not been obtained, and that all of the 
male members of the Spring Garden Charch 
had protested against the measure. 


Mr. Stockton said that the Philadelphia 
churehes desired nothing more than the privi- 
lege already granted to all the other Confer- 
ences. He thought that it was not generous to 
compel the churehes in Philadelphia when they 
and the Maryland Conference had had so great 
differences in opinion to be subject to that Con- 
ference and under its entire direction. He 
gave a short sketch of the circumstances under 
which the Spring Garden church was formed 
and also of the circumstances relating to the 
difficulty that arose in the Maryland Confer- 
ence, concerning the Mission subject. During 
the discussion of the subject the Conference 
adjourned to 7 o’clock, P. M. 

Evenina Srssion, 74 P. M. 
Conference opened by Rev. Wm. Reeves. 
The report of the majority of the Home Mis- 
sion being the unfinished business of the after- 
noon, was decided to be the order of the eve- 
ning. 

Rev. R. B. Thompson moved that both the 
reports lie on the table to admit a resolution to 
set off all that part of Pennsylvania east of the 
Susquehanna, not ineluded in Pennsylvania 
Conferences, as a new Conference, to be called 
the Philadelphia Conference. After some lit- 
tle discussion the motion was carried, and the 
resolution came up for discussion. 


Mr. Wesley Starr called for the yeas and 
nays, and a vote by orders. 

The yeasand nays resulted: yeas, Ministers 
29, Laymen7. Nays, Ministers 4, Laymen 6. 
- The Chair decided that the resolution was 
carried. 

Mr. Wesley Starr protested against the de- 
cision, because a majority of the Laymen who 
had been in attendance during the session had 
not voted, the required majority being 14. 

Mr. Stockton returned thanks to. the Confer- 
ence for the favor shown him. “He would reit- 
erate the declaration that he desired to perpet- 
yatean efficient intinerant ministry in the new 
Conference. ; ; 

The most important measure being now dis- 
posed of, and it being late, the reporter leit the
